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Fifty  candidates  reported  for  practice  to  Coach  MacPhail  and  Coach  Phelan  on  September  21st.  After 
a  week  and  a  half  of  practice  the  squad  was  reduced  to  twenty-eight  men.  Of  this  number  nine  were 
letter  men.  Captain  Geer,  who  played  left  guard,  continued  the  good  playing  and  spirit  which  he  has  dis- 
played for  the  last  two  seasons.  The  others  were  Richardson  and  Taylor,  tackles;  Home,  center;  Board- 
man  and  Whiting,  halfbacks;  Wing,  M.,  right  end;  Buell,  quarterback;  and  Hamilton,  fullback. 

On  the  2nd  of  October  a  practice  game  was  held  with  Bartlett  High  School.  Both  teams  were  coached 
from  the  field  as  the  regular  course  of  a  game  was  not  followed. 

On  October  6th,  in  the  opening  game  of  the  season.  Tabor  Academy  won  from  Pomfret  by  a  score  of 
12-6.  Although  the  Pomfret  team  scored  early  in  the  first  quarter  by  a  steady  march  of  fifty-eight  yards, 
they  were  unable  to  score  again  while  Tabor  amassed  two  touchdowns. 
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In  a  cold  drizzling  rain  on  October  12th,  Dean  Academy  2nd  defeated  Pomfrct  by  a  score  of  14-0.

On  October  20th,  Pomfret  was  defeated  by  Nobl :  and  Greenough  in  a  fast  and  well  fought  game  by 
the  score  of  13-7.  Noble  and  Greenough  scored  their  two  touchdowns  in  the  hrst  half  of  die  game  by  an 
end  run  and  by  recovering  a  blocked  kick  behind  Pomfret's  goal  line.  Pomlrct's  touchdown  was  made  in  the 
last  quarter. 

On  the  27th  of  October,  Connecticut  Agricultural  Freshmen  defeated  Pomfret  by  a  score  of  6-0.  The 
visitors  made  their  touchdown  in  the  last  part  of  the  fourth  quarter. 

On  November  3rd,  Pomfret  tied  Taft  School  6-6.  Pomfret  played  hard  football  throughout  the  game 
making  twenty  first  downs  to  Taft's  six.

At  Milton,  in  the  final  game  of  the  season,  Milton  Academy  defeated  Pomfret  by  the  score  of  23-18.  In 
the  course  of  the  game  the  lead  changed  four  times.  On  the  first  play  of  the  game,  Henshaw  of  Pomfret, 
with  the  aid  of  excellent  interference  scored  a  touchdown,  but  the  "try  for  the  point"  was  unsuccessful.  The 
period  ended  with  Pomfret,  6;  Milton,  0.  In  the  second  period,  Milton  scored  on  a  pass.  Ware  scored  the 
extra  point  and  soon  afterwards  kicked  a  field  goal.  The  half  ended  with  the  score  Milton,  10;  Pomfret,  6. 
In  the  third  period  each  team  scored  a  touchdown  making  the  score  Milton,  17;  Pomfret,  12.  Starting  the 
last  quarter  with  a  rush  Pomfret  scored  another  touchdown  thus  gaining  the  lead  by  the  score  18-17.

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The  Hockey  Season  of  1929  was  certainly  a  most  successful  one.  Only  four  out  of  the  sixteen  games 
of  an  extremely  hard  schedule  were  lost.  A  fact  which  aided  greatly  in  the  development  of  a  winning  team 
was  the  excellent  ice  encountered.  In  addition  to  this  Coach  Sayles  had  seven  lettermen  from  which  to  form 
his  team.  The  Dartmouth  Freshman  and  Tabor  games  were  lost  by  only  the  closest  of  margins.  Great  credit 
is  due  to  every  member  of  the  team  and  especially  to  Mr.  Sayles  for  his  admirable  help  and  to  Captain  Denny 
for  his  leadership. 

The  first  game  of  the  season  was  played  with  Dtan  Academy  on  Saturday,  January  12th.  Although 
three  overtime  periods  were  played,  the  final  score  was  2-2. 

The  following  Monday  Pomfret  met  Providence  Tech.  and,  displaying  great  improvement  in  their  play- 
ing, easily  took  the  game  by  the  score  of  6-1. 

On  January  l6th  Pomfret  won  from  the  fast  Dorchester  High  School  team  in  a  very  close  game  by  the 
score  of  3-1. 

Pomfret  continued  its  good  playing  by  defeating  the  Brown  University  Freshmen  on  January  21st  by 
the  score  of  3-1-     The  visitors'  strength  was  mainly  in  their  defense. 
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On  Wednesday,  January  23rd,  Pomfret  easily  defeated  Ashton  School,   5-1,  in  a  loosely  played  game. 

Pomfret  suffered  the  first  defeat  of  the  season  from  Choate,  at  Wallingford,  on  January  24th.  The 
game  was  fast  and  hard  fought,  but  Pomfret  was  unable  to  break  through  Choate's  defense  to  score.  The 
final  count  was  3-0. 

On  the  Saturday  following,  the  team  met  its  second  defeat  of  the  year  from  Tabor  Academy  by  the 
score  of  3-2.  Two  goals  were  scored  by  Pomfret  in  the  first  period  after  which  the  visitors  rallied  and,  de- 
fending their  cage  from  further  score,  ran  up  a  total  of  three  goals. 

The  next  game,  on  Monday,  January  28th,  with  Gushing  Academy,  was  won  by  Pomfret.  This  game 
was  one  of  the  fastest  and  best  played  in  the  season.  Pomfret  succeeded  in  making  the  only  score  in  the 
last  period.

The  Dartmouth  Freshman  Hockey  team  defeated  Pomfret  on  Monday,  the  18th,  by  the  score  of  1-0.  The 
teams  were  evenly  matched,  but  playing  was  again  hampered  by  soft  ice.  The  score  was  made  on  a  bounce 
shot  in  the  first  period.

Although 
many  of  the  visitors'  runs  were  scored  on  errors,  they  had  by  far  a  better  hitting  combination  than  Pom- 
fret.    The  final  score  was  17-0.

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The  season  of  1929  is  unexcelled  in  Pomfret's  history.  Winning  every  race  by  safe  margins,  the  first, 
second,  and  third  crews  had  championship  seasons.

THE  PLAY 

On  Friday  evening,  February  8th,  the  Dramatic  Club  presented  "The  Dictator".  With  the  aid  of  a 
musical  program,  by  the  Glee  and  Mandolin  Clubs,  the  club  entertained  many  guests  and  alumni  who  had 
come  to  attend  the  Annual  Sixth  Form  Dance. 

"The  Dictator",  a  play  in  three  acts,  by  Richard  Harding  Davis,  was  selected  by  the  Dramatic  Club 
because  of  the  genuine  humor  prevalent  throughout  the  play  and  because  of  the  interest  of  the  plot. 

The  "Dramatic  Club"  wishes  through  the  "Class  Book"  to  thank  Mr.  Brown  for  his  patient  and 
untiring  assistance  in  its  behalf. 

The  plot  of  the  play  concerns  two  men.  Brook  Travers  and  Simpson,  his  valet,  who,  having  acciden- 
tally killed  a  cabman  in  New  York  boarded  the  steamer  Bolivar  bound  for  Central  America.     Under  the

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assumed  names  of  Steve  Hill  and  Jim  Dodd,  they  travel  to  Porto  Banos,  a  city  in  San  Manana,  Central 
America.  On  the  boat  Steve  meets  Lucy  Sheridan  who  tells  him  that  she,  in  an  act  of  charity,  is  going 
to  Porto  Banos  to  marry  the  Rev.  Arthur  Bostwick.  He  also  meets  Colonel  Bowie,  the  new  consul,  who  is 
informed  at  port  that  a  revolution  has  been  started  and  that  he  will  be  shot  if  he  touches  Porto  Banos  soil. 
He  sells  his  consulship  to  the  unsuspecting  Steve  swearing  that  no  one  will  know  him  in  Porto  Banos.  Duffy, 
the  detective,  who  is  also  on  board  is  looking  for  Brooke  Travers  and  valet,  but  relieves  the  two  men  by 
saying  he  made  his  arrest. 

Steve  Hill  and  Jim  Dodd  take  over  the  consulship  at  the  office  in  Porto  Banos.  Juanita,  who  once 
loved  Bowie  rushes  into  the  office  and  at  once  realizes  she  has  been  deceived  but  says  she  will  not  betray 
Steve  if  he  agrees  to  set  free  Duffy's  prisoner,  who  is  the  missioner  Bostwick,  whom  she  loves. 

After  she  has  left,  Duffy  appears  and  tells  how  Bostwick  was  rescued  by  his  parishioners.  Duffy  re- 
fuses to  leave  without  capturing  Brooke  Travers.  Steve  then  tells  Duffy  that  Travers  is  coming  to  the 
consul's  office.  Bowie,  lured  by  Steve's  message,  enters  and  Duffy  arrests  him  as  Travers.  Juanita  rushes 
in  and  tells  Lucy  that  she  must  fight  her  if  she  wishes  to  marry  Bostwick.  Arthur  Bostwick  suddenly  appears 
and  proposes  to  Juanita  in  the  presence  of  Lucy  and  Steve.  Lucy  is  then  free  to  marry  Steve  whom  she 
really  loves.  At  this  point  General  Campos  enters  with  his  soldiers  and  says  that  they  all  will  be  shot. 
However,  the  American  Marines  save  them.  The  Captain  of  the  Marines  tells  that  it  is  feared  that  a  Mr. 
Travers  and  valet  have  been  murdered  by  a  cabman  and  that  their  friends  had  sent  a  detective  to  look  for 
them.  Steve  is  overjoyed  and  identifies  himself.  The  party  is  surprised  by  cheering  outside,  and  Steve 
realizes  that  his  revolution  has  taken  place  and  he  has  become  Dictator  of  San  Manana. 

French,  who  took  the  part  of  Brooke  Travers,  was  the  mainstay  of  the  play.     His   able,  natural   por- 
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trayal  of  the  young  American  millionaire  was  done  with  ease  and  skill.  Lending  his  own  personality  to  the 
part,  French  made  Travers  a  more  than  attractive  figure,  and  his  sense  of  humor  brought  comedy  into  the 
most  exciting  scenes  of  the  play. 

Home,  as  Simpson,  the  valet,  acted  with  the  quiet  dignity  which  his  part  demanded.  His  acting,  as 
in  former  years  with  the  Dramatic  Club,  was  thoroughly  dependable. 

Nute  played  the  part  of  Hyne,  the  wireless  operator,  with  ease  and  naturalness.  His  part  called  for 
a  varying  mood,  shifting  constantly  from  bravado  to  genuine  excitement.  Nute  met  these  requirements 
excellently  and  with  moderation. 

Geer  had  a  difficult  part  in  Colonel  Bowie,  the  hatcher  of  plots  and  revolutions.  He  gave  the  part 
with  the  polished  smoothness  which  the  character  demanded. 

Searles,  who  played  the  blundering  detective,  Dulfy,  aided  by  an  excellent  makeup  and  some  amusing 
lines,  gave  a  thoroughly  amusing  portrayal,   and  was  one  of  the  best  characters  in  the  play. 

Dunn,  a  newcomer  to  the  Club,  played  the  harrassed  missionary,  Arthur  Bostwick.  His  quiet,  even 
acting  gave  reason  to  believe  that  he  will  be  a  valuable  member  of  next  year's  Club. 

Hard's  brisk,  business  like  performance  as  Perry,  Captain  of  the  Marines,  added  much  interest  to  the 
climax  of  the  play.     Hard  is  a  newcomer  to  the  Club. 
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Mott  gave  an  excellent  performance  as  Captain  Codman.     He  spoke  his  lines  with  skill  and  made  the 
character  true  to  life. 

Hubbell  made  a  first  rate  President  Campos.     His  makeup  was  excellent,  and  his  handling  of  the  part 
of  the  Spanish  general  made  him  always  an  impressive  figure. 

Chapman,  as  Dr.  Vasquez,  the  health  officer,  managed   his   short  part   well.      He   made   the   Spanish- 
American  doctor  amusing  and  spoke  his  lines  with  feeling  and  expression. 

Hurd,  who  took  the  part  of  Jose,  the  landlord,  mastered  the  difficult  broken  English  of  the  Spanish- 
American  landlord  cleverly  and  with  humor. 

Pell,  as  Garcia,  aide  to  General  Campos,  brought  much  color  to  the  play.
